With the Army in Front of Santiago, June 29, via 


Port Antonio.— Saafter has reached the front and has 
taken personal command of the American troops invest- 
ing the city of Santiago. Almost immediately after his 
arrival he issued orders looking to the immediate occupa- 
tion of Santiago and personally saw that they were carried 


out. 
He reached Wheeler's headquarters after a three 


hours trip over a scorching trail, which was very trying 
to men and horses. Shafter left his headquarters onboard 
the Seguranca, accompanied by lieutenants Miley and 
McClennan and a large staff. Reaching the shore he rode 
at oucc to Garcia's headquarters for the purpose of haying 
a conference with the Cuban leader, after which he 
started 
to join JVheeler.- Garcia was . hotly im- 


patient to march at once at the heads of his men 
to cut off the advance of Gen. Pando and his 8,OOO troops 
who are marching from Manzanilla to join the Spanish 
forces at Santiago. Garcia was very insistent upon this 
idea but Shafter put an end to the matter by saying: "No, 
let them get into Santiago and then we will -know where 
we have got them." The opinion is generally shared by 
Americans that if the Spaniards are forced to evacuate 
Santiago they will march northward to Nuevitas to join 
the Spanish column which has just landed there and later 
try to effect a junction of troops under Blanco at Havana. 
Spanish deserters who have come into the American camp 
from Santiago report that Cervera has everything in readi- 
ness to make a dash out of the harbor with his fleet, his 
object being to try to sink at least one of the ships of the 
American squadron and if need be go down with his flags 
flying and bands playing.

'Bui the Advance in the Market Makes the 


Outlook Far July Appear More Fay 


orable—:Sumnwy of the Wells. 


While there were only an increase 


of seven in completed 'wells in the 
Northwestern Ohio oil field during the 
month of June over that of May, the 
prospects are much better .for the 
month of July, as there is an enor- 
mous increase in new work under way. 
During June there were 142 wells 
completed in the field, . 24 of which 
were dry, the balance showing a daily 
output of 2,335 barrels. In new work 
there are 102 wells drilling, and 122 
new rigs up and building or making 
ready for the drill. Regardless'of the 
fact that there were more wells com- 
pleted, there is a decrease in the new 
production of 710 barrels. This drop 
off was not due to dry holes, as there 
were only an increase in that line of 
one well, but the facts are that no 
gushers were completed ^during the 
month to swell the production to any 
alarming extent. In May there were 
some very large wells completed which 
was the cause of the great increase :in 
the output for lhatnionlh. 'The're- 
capitulation table will explain'more 
thoroughly the .condition of opera- 
tions:

Sheriff Bogart, in compliance with 


the law, has made up his annual re- 
port for the year ending May 30, am 
has sent a copy of the same to tbe 
secretary of state. The report in sub- 
stance was as follows: 


During the year I2i prisoners were 


confined in the jail, of which nuinbei 
eight were foreign born. Of the for 
eign born six were Germans, one was 
a Canadian and one was an Irishman 
Seventy-four of the .male prisoners anc 
twelve of the female prisoners were 
born in Ohio. Pour ot the prisoners 
were colored, 28 were under age and 
six were illiterate. The cost of keep- 
ing the prisoners was $1,964.50, or au 
average of 40 cents per day to each 
prisoner.

Puerto Rico Is a Fertile and 


Healthy Country.

A 
range of bills traverses the island from 
east to -west isorne distance from the 
southern eoart. Thcso hills—the high- 
est, El Yunque, being 3,600 feet high- 
intercept the northeast trade winds, and 
thfc northern lowlands ha vo of runtimes 
an overabundant, supply of •water, while 
severe droaghts often are experienced iu 
the south, making it necessary to have 
recourse to artificial irrigation. In gen- 
eral, however, the island is well water- 
ed. The coast line is indented with 
many bays and creeks, several of which 
can bo used, by ships of heavy burdea. 
In accordance with th(i .situation of the 
mountain chain, the rivers which flow 
toward the northern coast are longer 
and deeper than those on the opposite 
side, and several of the former allow 
coasting vessels to enter five or six miles. 


The climate of Puerto Rico is sup- 


posed to be less unhealthy for Europeans 
.than, in most of the Antilles, and the 
heat, even ia the months of summer, ii 
not so severe aa in other parts of the 
West Indies. The lack of good ronds 
and of bridges in many parte of the is- 
land has been 0110 cause of the failure 
of the island to develop its real value 
as a producer of agricultural products, 
la late years, however, the government 
has done much to increase the island's 
resonrcxis. Gold. coal, copper, iron and 
salt arc found, but the last alone is 
mined. Sugar and cofi'ee are the staple 
products, the foriaer being grown for 
the most part on the southern coast On 
tho fertile plains to the north of the 
bills tobacco, cotton, maize and tropical 
fruits grow readily. Rico, the principal 
food,- is a mountain variety, needing 
little raia. Much of the tobacco is sent 
to Havana-for miumfactarc.
